So much for the vep-talk. Here is what was *ena*’vely planned at the 
Varch mid-ronth reeting: 

Bands operated witil be 890, 49, and 20 Ch, and 75, 99, and 19 
ohone, There will be three operating trangmitters simultaneously with 
a power input of less than thirty watts, The low pover enables us to 
utilize a score wultiplier of three. wie get an additional multiplier 
of three by operating eauiprent on power from the klunker, Antenna 
details are still unsettled, but we will probably use a coax on 10, 
verticals on 29 and 40, and a folded dipole for 75 and 80, ¥lenty of 
wire, insulators and guy lines will be needed here, 

%e are not sure of a location yet, but several are under considcera-~ 
tion, If you know of a food oclace that could be made available, speak 
out at the April wtreetinge. The prirvary recuirerents are that the site 
be at a location that is esaaiv to re3ch, it rust be a reasonable cistance 
from other FD stations, and should have a large area for erection of 
sky wires, 

Fram the stand point of available eouipment, we are in pretty 
rood shave, Severel receivers have been offered, “e atill need a low 
power VFO rie, preferably a complete trargritting set-up that could 
be moved to the field without the necessity of a lot of hay vire. 

Final scheduling of onerators will be made at the recular Way 
meeting, but think about “ield Day now so you can cere up with sore 
food ideas for consi@eration before the last minute, 

hat we will need vrore than anvthing else ts work, If you can't, 
operate CW, how about keeping 2 lor, or cperatinge tne phone rier, or 
helping erect, and disassemble the FD atation enuioment? Or for that 
matter why not core on out, te the Incation and see what you can do 
vo rake our first FD venture a successful one.
